M. F. H. Of Mr. Stewart’s Ches- 
hire Foxhounds Succeeds Late

W. Plunket Stewart, M. F. H. of 
the best home-bred English pack in 
the United States, was elected Presi- 
dent of the Masters of Foxhounds 
Assn., of America at the annual meet- 
ing last month, following the New 
York Hound Show. Mr. Stewart suc- 
ceeds the late Henry G. Vaughan, M. 
F. H. of Norfolk Hunt, who had held 
this office for the past six years and 
who as a great student of foxhounds 
was Secretary and. Treasurer of the 
Association, prior to taking the Presi- 
dency, when Henry Higginson, M. F. 
H. resigned to go to England. 

Mr. Stewart has long been devoted 
to the sport of fox-hunting in Ameri- 
ca, founding his Cheshire pack in 
Chester County, Penna., in 1914. As 
early as 1920, Mr. Stewart was a 
member of the Executive Committee 
of the Masters of Foxhounds Assoc- 
iation, and he served in this capacity 
through 1925. During the past years 
he has been Secretary-Treasurer of 
this Association. 

Mr. Vaughan was connected with 
the Hunts Committee of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Assn. for a 
great many years as the New England 
Representative. He will be succeed- 
ed in this capacity by Bayard Tucker- 
man, Jr., who was elected to fill the 
vacancy created by Mr. Vaughan’s

Won last year 
by the Sun Briar colt Sun Egret, this 
time it was a son of Sun Beau who 
brought in the $10,000 added honors 
when Alfred Vanderbilt’s Impound 
turned in just about the top perform- 
ance of his career in capturing this 
83-year-old prize last Saturday. What 
is more, the manner in which the colt 
got out of close quarters in a field of 
fifteen and came from way behind to 
wear down Our Mat, whose pace prov- 
ed too grueliing for such stars as 
Porter’s Mite, Time Alone and Xalapa 
Clown, was certainly a promising pre- 
lude to what may be expected of the 
Sagamore candidate in the far richer 
Santa Anita Derby next Wednesday. 

The race immediately following the 
San Vicente turned out to be a double 
for the daddy of Impound when J. W. 
McClatchie’s 5-year-old gelding Best 
Beau drove home ahead of eight 
other $1,000 platers in a mile claim- 
ing event. 

Another of Mr. Vanderbilt’s 3-year- 
old Court Manor products, purchased 
along with Impound in 1937, was the 
*Gino filly Galley Slave whose per- 
formances this year at Santa Anita 
were disappointing until February 9 
when she won in her own fashion 
over the Pompey colt Roman Hero, 
thus chalking up her first victory

Gives Followers Great Sport 


As Hounds Hunt 4 Days 


Daniel C. Sands, M. F. H. of Mid- 
dleburg has departed for bird-shoot- 
ing in the south. Before leaving and 
turning over Hounds to joint-Master 
Miss Charlotte Noland and her adju- 
tant Crompton Smith, he had given 
followers two great days, in the 
Hibbs’ Bridge outing, considered by 
many to be the greatest sport this 
1938-39 season and Saturday, when 
three foxes gave ’most two hours of 
galloping. Little did Mr. Sands ap- 
preciate that he was leaving such 
great runs to come in the next days. 

The score is now knotted at two- 
to-two, for Monday’s and Tuesday’s 
runs, under the leadership of Miss 
Charlotte, make it four unparalleled 
days of sport, in consecutive outings 
for Middleburg. Hounds, horses and 
riders have had their fill, what with 
the deep going and brilliant busters. 
Well it was that there was rest for 
all om Wednesday, when rain sent us 
to cover. 

Back to last Thursday: Feb. 9th, 
it was, and the past issue of the 
Chronicle was going to press as 
Hounds moved off from  Hibb’s 
Bridge. There was a field of 28. No 
time was wasted in getting a fox 
a-foot. The first field produced a red, 
and away we went down through 
good galloping country to Mt. Gilead, 
and then left handed almost to North 
Fork. There was scarcely a check as 
Hounds ran on to Lincoln and came 
back, almost to the very strawstack, 
in the field of the start, before swing- 
ing on left-handed to Jim Ferguson’s 
and Dr. Neil’s. 

The fox was a fit dog-fox, with no 
intentions of letting up. He carried 
all the way to ‘Steptoe’, climbed 
clear to the top and finally went in. 
He had run a course of over sixteen 
miles, giving followers as joyous a 
hundred minutes as could be wanted. 
There were only eight or nine left 
with Mr. Sands, in the Staff, Miss 
Charlotte Noland, Peter Bidstrup, 
and others. Huntsman Maddux, up 
on Lee-Jackson’s was confronted with 
a five foot fence. He broke a piece 
out of a bad plank, and then shot his 
mount through a narrow place of less 
than three feet in width. His stirrup 
iron hooked and the place was made 
wider for others. 

Saturday, Feb. 11th, some sixty 
were out to churn up the country 
about the New Ford meeting place. 
The going was still deep, yet the day 
seemed most suitable for scent, and 
so it proved. 

The first fox gave but little, so 
quickly did he skip into the den on 
the open field of Willie Benton’s. But 
from the moment that this first was 
routed, hardly a moment elapsed that 
Hounds weren‘t running, for the next 
two hours. From one fox to another 
Hounds ran, in all they had three 
foxes afoot.

A. H. S. A. CHANGES NOTED 
GOVERNING HUNTER CLASS 


The Official American Horse Shows 
Assn., Inc., Rule Book, dealing with 
the Assn.’s. Constitution, Rules, Rec- 
ognized Judges and Member Shows, 
for 1939, has just been received, and 
several important changes are noted. 
Among the more important changes 
are Rule 1 concerning the Recording 
of Horses for Show Purposes, (rela- 
tive to increase of recording fee from 
$3 to $5, and naming of three shows 
in which horse has been active in, 
before recorded); Rule III, Descrip- 
tion of Classes; Rule IV, concerning 
Hunters (wherein Suitable to Become 
are now eligible for Green Champion- 
ships) and Appointments; Rule V, on 
Scoring Hunters and Jumpers: Rule 
VII which is the Classification of 
Shows; and Rule XVI having to do 
with the Recognized Judges. 

Some of these changes were men- 
tioned in the Chronicle of Jan. 14th, 
when covering the annual Associa- 
tion’s meeting and Pres. Van Sinder- 
en’s report. For the edification of 
the many hunter minded horse-show 
enthusiasts numbered among the 
Chronicle’s readers we reprint the 
new rules on Hunters, as follows: 

Section 1. (a) The Hunter Division 
may be subdivided into Breeding Sec- 
tion (should be shown in hand), 
Conformation Hunter Section, and 
Working Hunter Section. 

(b) For horse show purposes win- 
nings in teams, unicorns, pairs, local, 
breeding or three-year-old 
classes are not to be included in 
reckoning the status of Suitable to 


junior, 


3ecome Green horses. 

(c) Suitable to Become and Green 
winners are not thereby eligible to 
compete in championship classes (ex- 
cept green championship) but if 
otherwise qualified all ribbons won 
by such qualified horse will count at 
one-half toward the regular champ- 
ionship if there is no green champion- 
ship. However if the green hunter 
class goes over the hunter course at 
four feet or higher, first ribbon win- 
ners are thereby eligible to the regu- 
lar championship and all ribbons won 
count toward same. 

Section 2. <A Suitable to Become 
Class is open to horses four years old 
or under which have not won a first 
ribbon at a recognized show in the 
Hunter Division, except in classes re- 
quiring either no jumping or per- 
formance over jumps not to exceed 
three feet six inches, and except as 
provided in Section 1 (hb). 

A Suitable to Become Hunter entry 
is such from the date of the closing 
of entries, 

Section 2. A Green Hunter class 
is open to horses which have not been 
hunted with a reeognized pack of 
Hounds for more then one season, 
and which have not won a first rib- 
bon at a recognized show in the Hunt- 
er Division prior to Jan. 1st. of the 
current year, except in classes re- 
quiring either no jumping or. per- 
formance over jumps not to exceed 
three feet six inches, and except as 


provided in Section 1 (hb). 





James T. Lowe has mailed entry 
blanks not only to the various hunts 
in nearby Maryland, the District of 
Columbia, and Virginia, but also to 
New York State, where a number of 
well known horsemen Jhave already 
signified their intention of competing 
for the Redland Bowl. 








First Omaha Colt 
Foaled In Kentucky 


Va. Bred Mare Has First Foal By 
Son Of Gallant Fox, 4th High- 


est Money Winner 

Of great interest to thoroubhbred 
breeders throughout the world was 
the recent announcement of the ar- 
rival of the first son of Omaha. This 
bay colt out of the Virginia bred ma- 
tron Blind Lane, by Blind Play, is the 
son and grandson of two of the great- 
est horses in the past decade, winners 
of almost a half a million dollars, for 
Gallant Fox, sire of Omaha was the 
fourth highest money-winner in the 
world, winning $328,165 in two sea- 
sons. 

Blind Lane, by Blind Play—Silver 
Lane, 1928, won seven races at two 
including the Frivolity and Canarsie 
Stakes, the Beldame and Homeland 
Handicaps. In all she won 11 races 
and $29,955. Her first foal was Joe 
D., a winner at two and at three in 
1938. Last year her Pompey colt 
brought $1,000 at the Saratoga Sales. 

Morven Stud’s Blind Lane is con- 
sidered one of their top matrons. She 
was bred by Walter Goodwin, on his 
“‘Goodstone”’ place, near Middleburg, 
and is by the late Raymond Belmont’s 
fine stallion Blind Play, a son of Fair 
Play. 

Omaha was one of the best race 
horses of recent years. At two he 
won and he accounted for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, beating Roman Soldier 
and 16 others that year, as a 3 year 
old, and then came on to win the 
Preakness and complete this season 
winning The Dwyer, in the track rec- 
ord time of 2:01 2-5 for 1% miles. 
His campaigning in England was 
heart breaking to his owner William 
Woodward, of Maryland, when he 
gave pounds to Quashed to be beaten 
by a nose in the Ascot Gold Cup, 
when his Jockey lost his bat at the 
distance, and then carried 138 pounds 
in the 1 1-2 mile Wale’s Stakes to be 
beaten a neck by the light weighted 
Taj Akbar. He was retired to stud in 
1938.

Section 5. A Working Hunter Class 
is open to all hunters, qualified or 
not qualified. Specifications for these 
classes must call for performance,

When the wind came up on Tues- 
day the veterans of the foxhunting 
fields ‘“‘reckoned”’ there’d be a good 
day with Piedmont on Wednesday, if 
it didn’t rain, for the country was 
thawing and drying. For the past 
month the lovely cattle country of 
the Piedmont domain has been too 
deep to trespass, without cutting the 
bluegrass sod ruinously. 

Wednesday, Feb. 8th, dawned, the 
wind was still blowing, but somewhat 
abated from the zephyrs of the night.

Regardless it was 
a great turn-out, with Daniel C. 
Sands, M. F. H. of Middleburg Hunt, 
paying his respects to the neighbor- 
ing Hunt of Piedmont. Dr. A. C. 
Randolph, M. F. H. was not in the 
field, still recovering from a throat 
operation last week. In his place, as 
Acting-Master was George Roberts 
Slater, who took over the duties ably, 
and is a joy to be with. A former 
Master of Piedmont, Waugh Glascock 
was also out, turned out in pink and 
cap, while the Polish Ambassador, 
Georges Potocki, a Master of his own 
Hounds, the Pomazana. Hunt, in Po- 
land, was turned out in cap and his 
Hunt's colors, dark brown coat and 
orange color, and Harry Worcester 
Smith, “still tickin’ ’’ at 73, also out, 
is another ex-Master. 

As this group moved off, Mrs. De- 
lancey Nicoll, over from Orange 
County, who was riding with her 
guest Edward Pierce, of Smith Union 
Hounds, Cork, Ireland, was chatting 
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on the tactics of the cast. In reply 
to Mr. Pierce’s query of whether fox- 
es are found in the open, Mrs. Nicoll 
said: ‘‘We frequently jump them up 
in broom-sage fields’. Hardly had 
she spoken, than ‘“‘Tally-ho’’ and one 
of the largest reds ever was viewed 
straight-necking it down through 
Dishman’s, crossing the road and on 
through the “Dinwiddie Farm’ of 
the Thomas Davis-es’. 

Huntsman Craun, one of the best 
in the business, a fearless rider and 
a great Hound man, who uses an 
American cow-horn, quickly lifted 
Hounds, plodded through the deep- 
ness of the big field, on Irving Beav- 
ers’ place, crossed the New Ford- 
Purcellville sand-clay and cast 
Hounds over the line the fox had 
taken. We have seen many a good 
find, but my how Hounds opened 
when they went away. 

The several critical minutes it took 
to get Hounds out on the line, the 
operation by no means being facili- 
tated by the deepness of the field we 
were in, were minutes which repre- 
sented a long reprieve to a fox’s life 
and a heavy handicap on the efforts 
of Hounds. Still, what music it was, 
and how Hounds hit it off, going 
straight as a string, on what was to 
prove a full five mile point and more. 
Never for more than an _ instant, 
though, there were fields of slow 
Hound work, was there a check, un- 
til the eventual loss, over a mile be- 
yond Mountville, in Middleburg coun 
try. 

From Dishman’s Cross Roads to 
down beyond Mountville, near the 
Jim Ferguson farm, Hounds ran 
this big red, in forty-three minutes 
A tricky drop jump, back of ‘Din- 
widdie’’, (with a drop of a good three 
feet) and then only one stride into a 
watery run, made play for some first 
flighters behind the Staff, and strung 
out the field at the outset. There was 
no moment of loitering from then on, 
and the run may be marked down as 
over the biggest and trappiest coun- 
try yet this year. There was every- 
thing in the book to test the truly 
made one. When the first ten who 
had done no cutting, had gone all the 
way, pulled up with Hounds, most all 
were on old horses with 6 to 8 years 
of grain. 

We had a lot of pleasant fences 
and had some grass field that offered 
soft sound footing, but last year’s 
planted fields were deep. Wheat and 
lack of paneling necessitated some 
circuits, but Hounds never get more 
than two fields ahead. It was back 
of ‘‘Frostland’’, en route to Mount- 
ville, that Hounds commenced their 
smartest work, running as Hounds do 
on a hot scent, over grass, and ‘‘un- 
der a blanket”. There have been 
days when the Piedmont pack have 
run with very little voice, but not on 
Wednesday, for as if they were vent- 
ing their pent-up feelings in this re- 
lease from the past month’s idleness, 
they tongued_ the glorious 
chorus. 

But perhaps we have lingered too 
long on this first fifty minutes. After 
the loss, Mr. Slater gave orders to 
lift and draw back towards the Pied- 
mont country we had just quitted, so 
it was down the road, past Jim Fer- 
guson’s, through Mountville, and 
down to Hibb’s” Bridge, where 
Hounds were cast, left-handed of the 
Purcellville-Mountville road, and 
right-handed of the Hibb'’s Bridge- 
Pot House road. After about a third 
of an hour, with constant progress in 


most 


the direction of the meeting place, a 
colored groom with an eagle-eye, 
from way back in the field, gave us 
our second ‘Tally-ho’’, and there he 
was, a field away, skirting from 
Hounds, who were working in the 
adjoining covert. 


Again the deepness of plough, and 
around about course, for wire delay- 
ed, but Hounds hit it off without 
hesitation, once on it. Four times 
this fox was viewed, in less than 
three fields. He was another big, 
rangy red and he ran through the 
deep at a top galloping pace. Hounds 
ran from scent to view on two occas- 
ions, and then as the fox ducked over 
a hill, they had to cast about to pick 
it up. 


This fox carried us for over an 
hour, some said over an hour and a 
quarter, regardless he carried on so 
long that there were but seven and 
the Staff at the end. When Hounds 
first pressed him on, the field had 
over fifty followers, but an hour and 
more is a long spell, in the deep, and 
out they dropped, two by two, and 
even threes. 


The Piedmont pack’s second fox of 
Wednesday ran a twisting and round 
about route, back of ‘‘Frostland’’, 
over much of the ground covered in 
the first run and came on through 
the Massey place, where followers 
were jumping the garden gate, a 
pickett one, and others were riding 
down the front walk. It was Dr. 
Bodenweiser’s Canadian half-bred 
from the Louis Duffey stable, who 
gave the lead over the gate and along 
came the Jack Skinners, Louis Mur- 
dock, Jane Wilbur, Henry Frost, Ray- 
mond Guest and Charley Cushman. 

Throughout this run, there were 
checks, and then moments when the 
Hounds would carry it again as if 
they were but yards behind. Back 
they went, all the way to the meeting 
place, where the fox ran the road and 
swung back into ‘‘Dinwiddie’’. Here 
he carried, through seeded ground, 
across plough, then circled the woods 
on ‘‘Frostland’’, of the Harry Frosts. 
Again he made for the Purcellville- 
New Ford sand-clay, crossing it and 
going through Beaver’s. 

A few still remained hill-topping, 
but there were only seven with Staff 
and Hounds. But for Acting-Master 


Slater, Harry Worcester Smith, Har- 
ris Bucklin and Dr. A. B. Cannon, of 
Millbrook Hunt, it would have been 
matriarchy at the finish, for there 
scouting their mounts on in a great 
form were Mrs. Thomas Mason, on 
June Hanes’ Chamik; Mrs. Betty 
Yandell Dillon, on Mrs. John Hanes’ 
Sparky; Mrs. Anne Leith Waddell on 
her Tintype. 

But readers, before you get down 
from this great day, a word about one 
of the most joyous and enthusiastic 
foxhunters in Piedmont. Irving Beav- 
ers, First-Whipper-in of Piedmont, 
surpasses them all with his great 
courage and quick perception. On 
the first run we were confronted with 
wire, in a wheat field with Hounds 
streaking on, dead ahead, over a hill. 
Ahead of us was barb-wire, to the 
right was wire, but there was a gate 
in the fence to the right. Quicker 
than all can be told, Whipper-in 
Beavers swung wide the gate, back 
against the fence separating him from 
Hounds, and then jumped gate, wire 
fence and all. Huntsman Craun was 
over next, and in a twinkling the two 
were hunting Hounds once again. 

Monday Feb. 13th., a Bye Day was 
called with Dr. Archibald Cary Ran- 
dolph out with Hounds for the first 
time in many a day following his 
throat operation. The meet was at 
Five Points at one. Hounds drew 
North and quickly jumped a_ fox 
that carried followers in a straight 
point up past the Llewellyns and on 
to the William C. Langley land 
where he was denned. From there 
after this burst of ten minutes. 
Hounds drew north west up to. the 
Lee Jackson Highway without avail. 
The day was warm with a South wind 
and the going was particularly soft. 
It seemed far from ideal as far as 
scenting goes. Hounds were taken 
across the Highway leaving Langley 
land behind them and went down 
into Welbourne Bottom. A second 
fox was found and sent in a great 
ringing cirele that led followers 
through Welbourne Bottom to swing 
left handed up to Houghton Met- 
ealf’s and then on to Fletcher land. 
Another fox was viewed, but Hounds 
remained true to their line and 
hunted persistently although the first 
burst of speed was not again dupli- 
eated. Hounds drove their fox down

The day was made to order for a 
Saturday, with all the sport on four 
farms, and there was but little re- 
tracing. The only misfortune was 
the ability of the stragglers to stay 
with Hounds by short-cutting. Hill- 
toppers kept cutting in, to take the 
fun from the first-flighters who had 
made and kept their place behind Mr. 
Sands. Still there was almost an 
hour and fifty minutes of delightful 
Hound work, and two were marked 
to earth. 

Mr. Sands looked at his watch, 
found it but two hours and fifteen 
minutes since meeting time, eyed the 
field, saw many blown horses, consid- 
ered the going, appreciated that 
many fields had been cut up, includ- 
ing his own on Benton Farms; 
thought of his bird-shooting days to 
come on his trip, and so called it a 
day. “Carry on Robert, Miss Charl- 
otte will take Hounds, and Mr. 
Crompton Smith will ride with her.” 
In this very way our endeared Mas- 
ter set off for other game. 

And so it was that Miss Charlotte 
took Hounds on Monday, from the 
Dover meeting place. Just as this 
great American pack has continued 
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PAINT THAT LASTS 
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to do throughout this season, they 
feathered out through Mrs. Fairfax’s 
woods and promptly sent away a red. 
The fox was obliging, as if apprec- 
iating that the very fair Miss Charl- 
otte was Master this day, he ran to- 
wards the Institute and crossed her 
Noland Farm. 


This red was a straight-neck, he 
made as if to go over the Institute, 
then ran the length of the Mountain 
and came back down through the 
open country, left-handed and back 
again across Miss Charlotte’s, and all 
the way, to return to Mrs. Fairfax’s. 
Not content with the trial he had 
given Middleburg Hounds, he con- 
tinued on to the Johnson Russell 
place and then went on about right 
handed to Irving Leith’s and then on 
south. He shot across the macadam 
Washington-Middleburg road and in- 
to Orange County on the Col. Harris 
farm. It was a good forty to fifty 
minutes to this check, but when 
Hounds failed to pick it up, the un- 
written law of foxhunting had in- 
fluence, and Hounds were taken back 
into their home country. 

Not content with this for a day, 
Miss Charlotte, who has never been 
going better, instructed Huntsman 
Maddux to carry on. All the way 
they worked, well through the coun- 
try, without a thing, until reaching 

Featherbed Farm’’, where the line 
of another red was struck. Down 
through this farm they ran, going 
like smoke, and all the way to the 
Institute again. This red went as 
far as the Clifford’s woods and then 
swung about in front of the Institute 
and came the whole way back to 
“Featherbed’’. He ran right back to 
within 100 yards of where he was 
started, and went in, in a ground hog 
hole. Why it is that the clock al- 
ways runs about forty minutes, when 
a good fox is a-foot, we cannot say, 
but again this was the approximate 
time, and it was a good pace through- 
out. The day was called with this. 

With Mr. Sands away, Miss Charl- 
otte was at play and a bye-day she 
called on Tuesday. The meet was at 
Dr. Neil’s at one o’clock. Hounds 
were carried through the barnyard 
and drawn northerly, back through 
Dr. Neil’s. They came about right- 
handed onto the Burgess ‘Delta 
Farm”, and ‘“‘Tally-ho” it was from 
Whipper-in George.

Nicols 
did, however, and Hounds trailed this 
fox west through Sir Ashley’s, north 
across the turnpike into Farwell’s 
and northwest into John Schiff’s 
woods where they lost after a slow 
hunt of 23 minutes.

February 11th—

Aldrich’s was blank but the small 
wood in Ellis’s held a good fox and 
Hounds got away well, hunted him 
fast in a wide circle and probably 
marked him in his home covert 23 
minutes later, for there Hounds stop- 
ped and only through the proper lack 
of curiosity on the part of the substi- 
tute whippers-in did the dense briar 
patch retain its secret. 

We crossed the road into Howe’s 
and a minute later another fox was 
afoot and running hard due east, over 
the highread into Winthrop’s and on 
towards Chadwicks but he wouldn’t 
have the Jericho-East Norwich road 
and turning back raced for a drain 
he knew in his own covert and made 
it. This was a fast 18 minutes and 
the 17 couple hunted as one. 

The fox grapevine system of com- 
munication was at work for he who 
resides in the Winthrop woods by the 
sheep pasture had slipped off to the 
south some minutes before Hounds 
were cast in that covert, and so light 
had been his step that Hounds trailed 
with difficulty to the south woods 
and lost him there.

Hounds met on Wed. Feb. 8th., 
at 1 o'clock at ‘‘Canterbury Circle.” 
A draw was first made of the Smith-

Woodburne, back to the edge of 
Canterbury, into the Smith-Jones 
Farm again, back to Hart’s, down to 
the edge of Canterbury, through the 
Smith-Jones place to the Cliff where 
Hounds put him in.

POINT TO POINT REGULATIONS 











As soon as a sport begins to grow increasingly popular, the necessity of 
regulation tends to make it more complicated. In spite of the fact that 
Point to Points are essentially only informal races across country, the com- 
plications as to the best methods to conduct one always cause comment. One 
of the best of the point to point men, Francis Greene has done us the kind- 
ness in a letter in this issue to suggest that weights in the open race have 
the consideration of point to point officials. Mr. Greene aptly points out 
that a girl riding at 110 or 115 has a considerable advantage over the man 
at 165 or more. Mr. Greene constructively suggests a minimum of 165 Ibs. 
be placed in the open class. 

Moved by such suggestion, The Chronicle has been fortunate in collecting 
the point of view of some six well known point to point riders, on the best 
procedure for the ideal point to point if each could lay down his own rules 
and by a divine right of kings, or riders, declare that their provision be 
adopted. Interestingly enough, Mr. Greene’s suggestion falls in line with the 
theory expressed by other riders. There is an advantage for a girl which will 
end in bringing girls home ahead of men in the open classes and make of 
point to points but a matriarchy if the difference in weight is not altered in 
some manner. 

To plan the ideal point to point from the rider’s point of view let us dis- 
regard for the moment, the individual problems facing each Master or Point 
to Point committee and think of the rider alone. A full 5 miles seems to be 
the best distance. Its length makes it necessary to rate your horse, kills off 
the fliers, and provides a fair test for the hunter. Twenty fences over nat- 
ural country with the course picked out so as to be within the view of spec- 
tators provides a great sporting test. Directional flags that mark the course 
only, and do not force the rider between them provide a fairer race for the 
visiting rider. Announced in advance, the general direction of the course 
can be walked, but the actual panels to be jumped should not be known. The 
directional flags could be put up, but a short time before the race. The 
committee should consist of the Master, some men who know what consti- 
tutes galloping country and 2 members of the Hunt Committee. 

The races themselves should consist of an open race for men with a mini- 
mum of 165 lbs. with an additional prize for the first man in of 195 lbs or 
over. A woman’s race over the same distance, would provide the ladies an 
opportunity to compete with men in time, but does not present the unfortu- 
nate problem of how much courtesy should be extended to the ladies by 
gentlemen when racing over country. A third race, for pairs, with the team 
securing the best average score to be declared the winner. In this way two 
thirds would defeat a first and a tenth. Catch weights allowed.

about because the 1938 New Jersey 
Hunt Cup Race was termed a “flop’’. 

Many of us have gone to college 
and witnessed a cycle of good foot- 
ball teams and vice-versa. I person- 
ally had the misfortune, during my 
four years of undergraduate life in 
Princeton, of never seeing a major 
football victory. Did I then rise up 
and try to persuade_the athletic de- 
partment to abolish football for some 
other game? JI did not, and since 
then I have had the pleasure of see- 
ing good Princeton football teams 
win from other good college football 
teams. ; 

What I am crudely trying to ex- 
press is that hunt clubs have cycles 
of good and poor timber racing. 
Therefore, just because a hunt club 
has had the misfortune of having a 
poor post and rail race one year, does 
not, in my opinion, give them the 
right to throw post and rail racing to 
the winds. 

I am delighted that the New Jersey 
Hunt Club Race Committee has de- 
cided to have Mr. William du Pont 
build a brush course over their pres- 
ent race track. No one will dare deny 
that this will add materially to their 
race meetings and be widely acclaim- 
ed by owner, trainer and rider. But 
with this new course, I beg the Com- 
mittee to put up a new cup to be run 
for. Let timber horses still run for 
the New Jersey Hunt Cup over its 
present course and under present 
conditions. Ask any rider who has 
ridden this course, if he does not 
think it among the very best and if 
he thinks the New Jersey Hunt Cup 
timber race should be given up. I 
grant that this year’s race was poor, 
but insist that the pendulum will 
swing back and good timber racing 
will be witnessed, if thé New Jersey 
Hunt Race Committee will give this 
type of racing a chance. 

I close by asking you to recall the 
timber races that were run at Mea- 
dow Brook, Rumson and Middleburg 
this last fall; by asking you to recall 
what race in the past has been the 
backbone of the New Jersey Hunt 
Race Meeting and by asking you as 
horse lovers to help timber racing 
and not abolish it. To win the New 
Jersey Hunt Cup has always been a 
most coveted prize in the past, and I 
sincerely hope it continues to be so. 

If you as a reader are in accord 
with this article, please use your in- 
fluence when and where you can, to 
convince the New Jersey Hunt Club 
Race Committee not to change the 
New Jersey Hunt Cup race from a 
timber race to a brush race.

ing list of the Piedmont and Middle- 
burg Point-to-Point Committees. By 
the way, any editorial comments you 
may make with respect to the unfair- 
ness of giving our equally hard riding 
ladies 20 and 30 pound handicaps in 
the open races would be more than 
appreciated by those of us who still 
like to ride in open races and not 
confine our activities to the fat man’s 
race of 190 pounds and over. It 
seemed a pretty sad commentary that 
Sterling Larrabee’s Point-to-Point 
could get only two men in an open 
race of nine starters. 

God knows we don’t object to rid- 
ing against girls who, pound for 
pound, are our equal under any man’s 
country, but it is awfully tough to 
ask a good horse to give 15, 20 or 
25 pounds to an equally good horse 
which happens to be ridden by a 110 
or 115 pound girl. Unless some 
weight limitation is put, say about 
160 or 165 pounds minimum, in open 
races, we will all of us end up carry- 
ing lead in the 190 pound race. And 
that’s what I will do at Warrenton if 
I enter at all. 

I should also like to put in a good 
word for courses with 3 or 4 turning 
flags. Such a course is infinitely 
fairer to riders from neighboring 
packs, makes for far better racing 
and gives the poor spectator a break.

from the lower end of Jacobs Farm, 
into Scott Lake’s Lower Farm, and 
on, back of North Wales, into the 
Upper Farm of Lake’s. Here we saw 
Mr. Lake, the good land-owner and 
well known sportsman himself, out 
riding his land with his collie dogs. 

Hounds were hunting well, thou- 
gh without much voice, as scent was 
catchy and spotty. Hon. Whipper-in 
William B. Streett was missed, for 
his hallooing in his out-riding does 
much to keep Hounds packed. It was 
about 2:30 when we last heard them 
and then commenced one of the 
maddest dashes snce Paul Revere. 

Whipper-ins went to the right and 
left, circling back to Huntsman By- 
waters, still no sign of Hounds. It 
was obvious that the Opal running 
fox was out and Hounds were going 
on. The field had dwindled to but 
four with Capt. Kirkpatrick, and 
there was racing along the back 
country lanes, as we looked for 
Hounds. Spirits ran high and cer- 
tainly the mirth and laughter of fol- 
lowers hindered the Auntsman who 
was straining his ear for Hounds— 
still it was a lark. We made a four 
mile point, in a_ half-circle, down 
near Opal and around by Botha. We 
were on the roads and old logging 
paths, in the fields at times, and 
only jumping on occasion. For two 
hours and twenty minutes we were 
without Hounds, during which time 
we covered over twenty miles. 

Huntsman Bywaters finally found 
Hounds east of the Leiter place, still 
running, about 4:50. For six hours 
and fifty minutes horses had been 
going, and on the map, from the 
meeting point to the lower part of 
the country, where there’s but little 
panelling, followers had ridden a 
seven and a half mile point, with in- 
numerable figure eights through the 
land. Over thirty-five miles was be- 
lieved to have been covered, from 
the meeting at St. Leonards. Both 
Whipper-ins’ mounts were lamed, 
the Huntsman’s horse was blown, 
while Capt. Kirkpatrick’s horse had 
a “dry mouth” (his tongue was 
caught above his bit and his mouth 
was dry as powder). 


Homeward bound our acting-Mas- 
ter spotted a big fence with a branch 
in front, which, strangely enough 
he didn’t attempt to accomplish, but 
volunteered Lindsay Gordon’s: 

“The right hand man to the left

The Wythemore Hounds of Mary- 
land, of which H. Courtenay Jenifer, 
Jr., is M. F. H., hunts, with the per- 
mission of the Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt Club, a country some _ eight 
miles wide and twelve miles long, 
in what is known as the Lake Region 
of Baltimore County. This area com- 
prises all of the territory of the old 
Elkridge Hounds in the Loch Raven 
and Long Green Valley sections. 


Hounds have been re- 
gularly hunted twice weekly for the 
past five years on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, with scheduled meets, of 
course, for holidays. The pack is 
largely descended from old Jenifers 
Hounds which have been bred by 
the family for several generations 
on the Jenifer homestead known as

tinously since 1744. Walker and 
English blood has been infused 
through good stallion hounds from 
time to time. At present there are 
six couple of American hounds and 
six and one-half couple of English- 
cross hounds.

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a REDMOND C. STEWART 


Foxhunter and Gentleman of Maryland 
by 
Gordon Grand 


REVIEWED BY HARRY WORCESTER SMITH 


For the Sake of Sport in America

It was fortunate that writing the life of one of America’s greatest sports- 
men should have fallen into the hands of Gordon Grand who not only was 
prought up with horse and hound which Redmond loved but also is an au- 
thor of renown; and so it can be truthfully said that whereas, in the field of 
literature, Johnson had his Boswell, in the great outdoor world of sporting 
action, Stewart had his Grand. 

When the Memoirs of a Fox Hunting Man by Siegfreid Sassoon was re- 
viewed in the London Times Literary Supplement I at once wrote to the 
English publishers and purchased a copy, and sad to relate none of the pages 
raised the thrill in me which I expected and it was only of late that I noted 
words by Arnold Bennett which voiced my feelings of the book for the tal- 
ented essayist wrote: 

“Written with certain sporting negligence, it has much ori- 
ginality and much beauty and is certainly right past the com- 
prehension of nineteen M. F. H.’s out of twenty. Many honest 
open-air fellows who will buy it will want their money back.” 

But I can truthfully say that anyone who buys the Life of Redmond C. 
Stewart will not want his money back for if he has one drop of real sporting 
blood in his veins, he will find page after page that will thrill him. 

The frontispiece of the volume is a most interesting study in color of Red- 
mond C. Stewart after the painting by Thomas Crowell Corner. It shows 
the Master of Foxhounds and steeplechase rider seated in a chair; his velvet 
cap and horn on the table beside him, his well-used crop and thong in his 
hands, wearing the pink coat and velvet collar of the G. S. V. H. This is 
truly a grand portrait and should be preserved for all time in one of the 
fire-proof art galleries of Baltimore so that sportsmen visiting the city may 
admire it and erase the possibilities of loss. 

One of my best friends is J. E. D. Jones of Providence who for years was 
one of the first ten lawn tennis players in America. In London, once he 
visited the National Gallery and told me how he was standing in front of 
that remarkable picture of Lord Ribblesdale by Sargent, and at that very 
moment along came the Master of the Queen’s Buck Hounds whom Sargent 
depicted in the costume of the hunt and stopped just a moment to look at 
the painting of himself by the master hand of the greatest artist of the time 
—certainly a remarkable coincidence. 

On the pages the following paragraphs held my attention. Writing toa 
friend, Redmond said: 


“At least you and I have a great resource in the deep love 
we have for horses and hounds. It is as keen now as it was 
when we were little fellows, seven, eight or nine years old.’’ 


He was one of a big family and the grandest story in the book is about 
them: 


“The Stewart children were something to cope with. There 
were fourteen brothers and sisters, and it was a family custom 
for all of the children to make their appearance before retir- 
ing and bid parents and guests good night. 

A Frenchman visiting at Cliffeholme met the family for the 
first time. When the oldest children appeared, Elinor Heiser 
quotes him as saying to Mrs. Stewart, ‘What an attractive 
family, Madame!’ On arrival of the final and youngest group 
he exclaimed with intensity, ‘Mon Dieu! Madame’!”’ 


At fifteen Redmond Stewart was Master of Mr. Stewart’s hounds, a pack 
of five couples. He rode a clean bred little mare “Sibyl” and all of the 
young people of the valley around about consisted of his field. At eighteen he 
was elected Master of the Green Spring Valley Hunt, in 1892 and continued 
through 1915. 

“Elected to the Maryland Hunt Cup Committee in 1895 he 
served for forty-two years as its most active and inspiring 
member. Fifteen times a rider in the Hunt Cup, he won it 
once, finished second five times and third four times.” 


Later we find a grand story of the conversation between Redmond Stew- 
art and Holmes Alexander, International sporting character sporting on 
both sides of the Atlantic. It was his Red Dragon, I believe, spoken of here 
that he took abroad and at Cambridge or Oxford, won two steeplechases in 
a day and the next morning, asked all of the sportsmen around about to 
breakfast and served deviled kidneys and champagne rather than water. 
Mr. Alexander thought enough of my last publication, A Sporting Family of 
the Old South, to review it in the Baltimore Sun and in such a manner, al- 
though I had never heard of him before, I at once knew that the words were 
written by one who had carefully read every page and had the background 
and instincts of a sportsman. The keen duel of words between these two 
gentlemen came about as follows: 


“Alexander was riding a tempestuous horse. Redmond said 
to him, ‘Holmes try riding that horse just as though you had 
a piece of silk thread in your hand.’ To which Holmes Alex- 
ander replied, ‘If I do that with this horse I will soon have a 
lily in my hand’.” 
The Maryland gentleman certainly had no greater admirer than the writ- 
er of these lines. He was no “‘namby-pamby” and gave every bit of thought

The celebrated American winner, Glen Cunningham, 
has more indoor and outdoor records for a mile to his name than any athlete 
who ever waited for the shot of the pistol and breasted the tape at the end 
of the course. A few years ago I read of the care that he.took of himself 
and his every thought in his menu was for food that would give him 
strength, yet not add to his weight or fatten his intestines, which shows so 
clearly that success is not won by guess work or over-indulgence. 

One look at Redmond Stewart’s figure shows that he had too much respect 
for himself and the splendid body which God gave him to weight it down 
with unnecessary food and fat. 

And I am sure these lines of Ovid show why today we respect what he had 
accomplished: 

“The leader’s deeds and hard won glory live; 
This remains; this alone survives the funeral fires.”’
